FRED RAU IS FINED 


FOR CITY OFFENSE 


After Short Trial Court Finds Him 


Guilty of .Bootleftging Against 


City Ordinance. 


At ten minutes past four, Thursday

Chief 
of Police P. D. Champion was placed 
on the stand and related to the court 
of the raid made on the Rau place 
recently and the finding of a quantity 
of liquor in the barn and in the "soft 
drink" store itself. The police chief 
was not on the stand over ten minutes 
and the defense had no testimony to 
offer. 
As the result Rai» was found 
guilty by the magistrate and as pun- 
ishment was fined fifty dollars' arid 
costs, the total amounting to $53 02 
The money was paid by defendant's 
attorney by check and Rau himself 
did not put in an appearance, this be- 
ing -waived by his lawyer.

CURIOUS JAP TRIBE 


FOUND ON MOUNTAIN 


Ethnologists Discover Ancient People 


Who Have an Interesting "Rip 


Van Winkles of Japan."

Tokio, June 18.—Japanese ethnolo- 
gists have discovered in the mountain 
rastnesses 01 tne isianu oi Kyushu a 
curious and ancient people wno have 
been designated the Kip van Winkles 
of-Japan. A similar group has been 
found iii the mountains ot Hida prov- 
ince, it is said that Doth are oi the 
Heiki family, which descended from 
a Mikado oi the ninth century. They 
were all powerful in the 12th century 
until defeated in the Japanese War oi 
the Roses by the Minamoto clan. 
History holds tnat me Heika fugi- 
tives who escaped after the 12th cen- 
tury battle were drowned during their 
nignt, but the recent discovery of the 
pioturesue clansmen in the wilds of 
Kyushu and in the mountains of Hida 
province leads to the belief that many 
escaped and settled, in remote moun- 
tain districts. 


Shut in by precipitous 
mountain 
peaks, these villagers live an old-world 
life, just as they must have centuries 
ago. One reason for believing they are 
the descendants of the HeiKi is that 
their style ot clothing is the same as 
prevailed in Kyoto in the Heiki epoch 
and their dialect resembles somewhat 
the dialect of Kyoto in the 
olden 
times. 


They sing a song which, translated, 
runs: 
• 
. 
"Putting off our headgear of nobles 
and our hunting dress, we proceed in- 
to the- forest .and the recesses ot the 
mountains as woodcutters, to fell a 
tree.'!. 


Moreover, the villagers themselves 
think they are the descendants of the 
Heiki. Certainly these people are 
vastly ditfereut trom the ordinary Jap- 
anese of today, both in language and 
in custom. The.families often number 
from twenty to thirty persons and live 
together in separate 'iiats, as' it were, 
in the same house, 'but at a common 
table as a measure of economy 
The management of the. family is 
vested in the head, who exercises au~ 
solute authority.. He occupies a seat 
of honor and wears-a ceremonial skirt 
He spends most of his itme in receiv- 
ing visitors and attending to social 
matters. 
He is exempted from all 
manual labor. 
The heir of the family is all import- 
ant, while th'e,rest of the children are 
merely servants. He alone can take a 
legitimate wife and in turn have heira 
The smallness of the clans has result- 
ed in manriages that are, sometimes 
too close and hardly eugenic. Never- 
theless, the community life.is on the 
whole.of a high order. 
Those who 
break rules are banished from the 
village. 
The houses are 90 feet long 
and 50 feet wide. They are more like 
family hotels and always contain 
a 
shrine where the ancestors are paid 
homage. •

Berlin, June 18.—The war, with its 
countless deaths, has aroused in Ber- 
lin and other cities a heretofore un- 
precedented interest in orphan chil- 
dren and their rearing, and an Increas- 
ingly keen, desire on the part of child- 
less couples to adopt a waif. 
The orphan department of the Ger- 
man Headuarters for Child Care re- 
ports that the number of . out-and-out 
adoptions in Berlin mounted from 11 
in 1913 to 33 in 1914, and that in the 
first four months' of 1915, 23 have al- 
ready been completed. 
In 1913 about 500 orp'bans 
were 
placed in families, without a legal 
adoption 
being consummated. This 
figure increased to 1,000 in 1914, most 
of the increase being noted 
in

months from August to December, or 
since the beginning of the war.

ter a few months of service.

straggle is evidenced by an English 
writer in the London Observer, who 


ate that there have been solid grounds j 
for the mushroom rate of. growth of | 
Italy's motor Industry, which is, of 
course, prelected by tariff.

capable of turning out more than is 
necessary to make good the wastage 
of war; they 
can 
besides expand 


Italy's equipment of heavy transport, 
armoured cars, ambulance and kindred

Though she entered- the motor indus- 
try comparatively late, Italy was one 
of tho first countries to produce satis- 
factory submarine motors.

Austrian frontier."

/ since this has been one of the prime 
/ mer.ns of her establishing numerous 


engineering factories on large scales 
She was not as early on the scene as 
France, ourselves or Germany. 


"Her first big and still mos't impor- 


tant automobile effort is the Fiat en- 
terprise, which had its origin about a 
dozen years ago in the effort of a 
small group of Italian sportsmen who, 
between them, put up the money for 
the quite modest beginnings of what 
lias for some years been a world-wide 
business. 


"In the past we have had motor 


booms in this country, but it is doubt- 
ful if even any 
one part of these 


islands has ever been swept by the 
sort of motor fever which spread over 
Italy, resulting in an inflation of share 
values and -subsequent slumps that' 
can only he likened to the madness 
of the rubber boom and

Downing 
was'born in America and educated at 
Harvard University.

his newly acquired property, and he 
erected there the first brick houses of 
importance in the metropolis. 
Number 10 Downing street, which 
is now the heart of the British gov- 
ernmental 
system, was 
purchased 


from Downing's grandson.in 1734 by 
Baron Bothmar, and passed to 
the 
Crown when the Bron died intestate 
Soon afterward George II. offered it 
to Walpole, who refused it as a per- 
sonal gift, but accepted it as an offi- 
cial residence for the Prime Minister.
